ETHICS IN DRUGS 


THEME OF SPEAKERS 


New York, Sept. 3. — The need of 


ethics in the conduct of the drug 
trade and the importance of a high 
sense of honor in the practice of the 
pharmaceutical profession, were em- 
phasized in the addresses delivered at 
the fifty-fifth annual convention of the 
American Pharmaceutical association, 
which began here. In his annual ad- 
dress, President Leo Eliel, of South 
Bend, Ind., said that the pure food 
act was, in its final analysis, an in- 
junction to tell the truth. He recom- 
mended that the association put it- 
self on record as favoring a higher ed- 
ucational standard in the profession 
and a more rigid examination by 
boards of pharmacy.

ed together. 
It is strictly an Ameii- 


can day and the American people are 
pioud of it. I know I felt a tin ill of 
pnde as I watched the hundreds and 
hundreds of well paid, happy, clean 
looking men in line 
this morning 


Men who are satisfied and proud of 
the fact that they are 
independent 


citizens of the greatest country in the 
world. 


' It is difficult to interest the gen- 


eral public in these prosperous times, 
that there is such 
a thing as the 


sweat shop, still it is well to remem- 
ber the fact, and the 
disinterested 


people would see the difference in the 
working men 
if they could see 
the 


sweat shop employe "and the 
union 


employe walking side by side 


"The union 
men work 
for fair 


wages, their 
children 
are sent to 


school, they own their 
own homes 


and eat and dress well 
Then, too, 


they are saving money for the pro- 
veibial rainy day. 


"In times of strikes the object of 


the union is not to stir up strif 
they simply want to have a fair hear- 
ing of their ease. The buying, sell- 
ing and manufacturing of goods is a 
legitimate business. 
The employer 


who hires men doesn't hire them to 
sell their rights. Men who have the 
required skill will not let the em- 
ployers run their business any more 
than the employer will let the men 
run 
his business. 
We have our 


rights as men, and other men respect 
them. In no city in the country are 
men better paid than in the city of 
Newark. 


"When we first tiled to reduce our 


woikm? hours from 16 to 
10, and 


then to 8, the people said, impossible 
But we were successful, and the men 
are better off. The men are making 
more money and their children are 
going to school. The public schools 
are for the children of the poor prob- 
ably more than they are for the rich, 
but be that as it may the children of 
the country are being educated 


"Once the merchants believed that 


if wages were increased, profits would 
fall, Imt it was not m. The present 
high prices are not natural 
If the 


wages of the ^working, men were "£bt 
where they are, they couldn't live. So 
we see that the increased wages led 
to increased purchasing power. The 
day has come when men own their 
own homes. Why, I remember 
the 


time that when a working man owned 
his own home it was remarked about 


"We have all been taught to look 


to the life beyond for better things, 
but I think it is better to teach men 
how to live instead of how to die 
The business of organized labor is to 
make strikes impossible and to pre- 
serve harmony in industry." 


Mr. Hajes then spoke briefly upon
